On May 2, 1974, T-l advised that Maria Irene Fornes 
and Carmen Fornes, also known as Carmen Collado de Fornes, 
were passengers aboard the Cubana Airlines flight from Mexico 
City, Mexico, to Havana, Cuba, on April 19, 1974. Maria 
Fornes possessed U.S. Passport K970668; she was described 
as 43 years of age, born in Havana, Cuba, single, resident 
at 1 Sheridan Square, New York City. Carmen Fornes was 
indicated to be 83 years of age, born in Havana, Cuba, also 
resident at 1 Sheridan Square, New York City, and possessor 
of U.S. Passport K1047266. T-l advised there was no indi¬ 
cation that either of these two individuals, believed to 
be mother and daughter, possessed Mexican re-entry permits 
which would allow them, as U.S. citizens, to return to Mexico 
from Cuba. T-l stated that Mexican re-entry permits are 
issued to U.S. citizens who travel to Cuba when their U.S. 
passports are validated by the State Department for such 
travel.
